Province looks 
to keep kids 
away from cigs 


Smoke ’em out. New 

bill will crack down 
on smoking parents, 
stores selling to minors 


Alberta took steps Thursday 
to keep kids away from ciga¬ 
rettes and cigarette smoke. 

Health Minister Fred 
Home introduced a bill to 
crack down on those who sell 
tobacco to minors and to levy 
fines on adults who smoke 
with kids in the vehicle. 

Horne also said the govern¬ 
ment will back a private mem¬ 
ber’s bill from backbencher 
Christine Cusanelli that will 
stop the sale of flavoured to¬ 
bacco products, which is con¬ 
sidered a gateway product to 
entice kids into becoming life¬ 
long smokers. 

“We are here for the sin¬ 


gular purpose of protecting 
the health of children and 
youth in our society for the 
long term,” Home told a news 
conference at a southside high 
school. 

Bill 33, the Tobacco Reduc¬ 
tion Amendment Act, will give 
the province the same author¬ 
ity as the federal government 
has to fine those who sell to¬ 
bacco to anyone under 18. 

Anyone caught selling to 
minors will likely get a $500 
ticket. But the province has 
the option of imposing fines 
up to $10,000 for a first of¬ 
fence, and up to $100,000 for 
subsequent offences if the cir¬ 
cumstances warrant. 

The bill will extend the ban 
on smoking in public places to 
tobacco-like products such as 
waterpipes. 

Horne said if the bill 
passes, that element will be 
phased in over a year to allow 


public places to make the re¬ 
quired changes. 

Adults caught smoking in 
vehicles with children would 
get a $250 ticket, but the 
province can, if circumstances 
warrant, levy up to $1,000 on 
a first offence and up to $5,000 
on a subsequent offence. 

Cusanelli’s bill. Bill 206, 
is aimed at stopping the sale 
of flavoured tobacco to eveiy- 
one, not just youth. 

Les Hagen of the advocacy 
group Action on Smoking and 
Health, says flavoured tobacco 
is the hook used to lure chil¬ 
dren. 

“The tobacco companies 
have flooded the market with 
flavoured products over the 
past 10 years,” said Hagen. 

“We’re seeing high rates of 
flavoured-tobacco use among 
young people here in Alberta 
and across Canada.”

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Seeking suspect 


Thefts force Legion 
toconsidertying 
down poppy boxes 

The Royal Canadian Legion 
may consider tying down 
poppy donation containers 
next year after a string of 
thefts from city gas stations 
and convenience stores. 

Edmonton pohce said 
last week they were seeking 
a suspect following a theft 
at a convenience store on 
118 Avenue and 49 Street 
on Oct. 27. 

Since that incident, EPS 
spokesperson Chad Ordy- 
zuk confirms there have 
been two more such thefts, 
one on Nov. 2 at a conven¬ 
ience store on Saddleback 
Road, and another incident 
at a groceiy store in Bonnie 
Boon on Nov. 4. 

Gwen Beasley, the 
chief administrator of the 
Poppy Fund, said the thefts, 
combined with a rash of 
similar incidents in Calgaiy, 
are forcing the legion to 
consider better securing the 
boxes. 

“1 think what we’re go¬ 
ing to do next year is really 
take a good look at tying 
them down,” she said. 

She said she imder- 
stands the merchants in 
the stores can’t hover over 
the boxes. “They’re busy 
people. They can’t have 
their eyes eveiywhere, we 
reahze that,” she said. 

Beasley said the fund 
is used to support home¬ 
less veterans, as well as to 
provide needed medical 
supphes. She said it’s very 
disappointing they have to 
consider tying the boxes 
down. 

“They’re stealing from 
the veterans and they’re 
actually stealing from 
the people of Edmonton, 
because they are donating 
that money for the veter¬ 
ans.”

Unfunded budget 
items up for debate 


Major initiatives. No 

funding for Start Up 
Edmonton, Winter City 
plan in current budget 


When councillors start debat¬ 
ing the budget next month, 
they won’t just be debating 
what’s in the budget, they will 
also have to look at what’s not 
there. 

Major city initiatives like 
the Winter City Strategy, the 


Edmonton Federation of Com¬ 
munity Leagues Centennial 
Project and Start Up Edmonton 
are currently not in the budget. 

The budget has $4 milhon 
in money cormcil can direct to¬ 
ward these projects, but there 
are more than $4 million in 
requests in the budget. Many 
coimcillors have also discussed 
other projects outside the 
budget, such as adding more 
buses to crowded transit routes. 

Mayor Don Iveson said he 
believes cormcil will be able to 
allocate most of the funding for 
these projects, but he plans to 
be a big advocate for Start Up 
Edmonton.

tup Edmonton is the highest 
priority for me; 1 will be argu¬ 
ing for it at council,” he said. 

Allan Bolstad with the fed¬ 
eration of community leagues 
said they are hoping for 
$600,000 from the city to jump 
start their project in Hawrelak 
Project, but he expected they 


would have to make their case 
for it. 

The league’s project will in¬ 
clude a new plaza, along with 
benches and seating next to a 
restored creek near the amphi¬ 
theatre in Hawrelak Park. 

Bolstad said the city’s 
money would be an important 
first step and would help the 
league’s efforts to get funds 
from the provincial and federal 
governments as well as private 
donors. 

“The province wants to 
know that the city approves the 
project and that they are not 
only giving it their OK, but that 
they are supporting it financial¬ 
ly,” he said.

U of A may beef up grad programs 


The University of Alberta is 
hoping to use some of the 
money the province doled 
out earlier this week for more 
graduate students, says the 
institution’s chair. 

Chair Doug Goss said the 
university would certainly 
use the funding for under¬ 
graduate enrolment pres¬ 
sures, as the province has 
suggested, but there is also a 
need for graduate programs. 

“We also have some big 
pressures to grow our gradu¬ 
ate student base to another 
level,” he said. 


Goss said graduate pro¬ 
grams align with the school’s 
long-term vision. 

“We can really start to 
move and be true to our vi¬ 
sion of being a public re¬ 
search institute that com¬ 
petes with the best in the 
world,” he said. 

Goss made the remarks at 
a gathering of post-secondary 
chairs, where the govern¬ 
ment announced new let¬ 
ters of expectation for each 
school. 

Advanced Education Min¬ 
ister Thomas Lukaszuk said 


the letters are about having 
post-secondary institutions 
go to the same place — but 
each in their own way. 

“While the road-map is 
leading us all in the same dir¬ 
ection, how we get there is of 
course unique to each institu¬ 
tion,” he said. 

Goss said the University of 
Alberta wants to work with 
everyone. 

“We are much better as a 
province when we recognize 
we are four million people 
competing against the rest of

Fatal shooting. Alberta 
RCMP charge two more 
men in reserve death 


Two more men have been 
charged with first-degree 
murder in the shooting of a 
woman on a reserve south of 
Edmonton. 

Chelsea Yellowbird from 
the Samson Cree First Na¬ 
tion was shot and killed at 
her home on Sept. 5, 2011. 

The house was next 
door to a house where her 
nephew, five-year-old Ethan 
Yellowbird, was shot dead 
while sleeping two months 
earlier. 

RCMP say Randall Omea- 
soo, 21, of Hobbema was 
arrested Thursday and was 
being held in custody. 

An Alberta Justice official 
said a third man, who has 
not been identified, has also 
been charged and a warrant 
has been issued for his ar¬ 


rest. 

Police arrested Shelby 
Minde, 23, of Hobbema on 
a first-degree murder charge 
Wednesday after a two-year 
investigation. 

Minde is to appear in 
Wetaskiwin provincial court 
Tuesday. 

A court date for Omeasoo 
was pending. 

The reserve, about 90 
kilometres south of Ed¬ 
monton, has struggled with 
drug- and gang-related vio¬ 
lence over the years. 

Three teens pleaded 
guilty to manslaughter 
last year in youth court for 
Ethan Yellowbird’s death. 

They admitted to taking 
turns firing a gun at a home, 
accidentally killing the boy.

Two of the Calgaiy Zoo’s prized 
big cats are headed east, but 
fans will have a chance to bid 
them adieu. 

Vasili and Samkha, twin 


males, will depart for the As¬ 
siniboine Park Zoo in Decem¬ 
ber as part of a shuffle involv¬ 
ing three zoos that aims to 
promote breeding among the 
endangered Amur tiger species, 
also known Siberian Tiger. 

Fellow sibling Kira will re¬ 
main behind with three others 
at city zoo — Baikal, Katja and 
Kita. 

“It’s reaUy a move that 
serves the global population as 


a whole,” zoo spokesperson Tri- 
sh Exton-Parder said Thursday, 
noting recent estimates suggest 
there are no more than 400 
Amur tigers presently living in 
the wild. 

Zoo fans have had a spe¬ 
cial attachment to Vasili and 
Samkha since helping choose 
their names through an on¬ 
line Facebook contest. But the 
popular local tiger exhibit has 
remained closed since June’s 


flood wreaked havoc on the is¬

Ruling. Khadr appealing 
decision to deny transfer 
from federal prison to jaU 


Former Guantanamo Bay in¬ 
mate Omar Khadr is appeal¬ 
ing a ruling that denied his 
request to be transferred from 
a maximum-security federal 
prison in Alberta to a provin¬ 
cial jail. 

Justice John Rooke of Al¬ 
berta Court of Queen’s Bench 
dismissed the 27-year-old’s 
transfer application last 
month. 

Dennis Edney, Khadr’s law¬ 
yer, said the appeal is based on 
the judge’s interpretation of 
a section of the International 
Transfer of Offenders Act. 

“I am essentially arguing 
that the judge got it wrong in 
both fact and law,” Edney said 
Thursday. 

Edney said Khadr should 
be treated as a young offender 
and that serving his time in 
a provincial jail rather than 
a prison in Edmonton would 
give him access to programs 


he needs to get parole. 

Toronto-bom Khadr was 
sentenced to eight years after 
pleading guilty to war crime 
offences, including murder, for 
kilhng a U.S. soldier in Afghan¬ 
istan when Khadr was 15. 

“We are saying that the 
only interpretation that one 
could make with the eight-year 
sentence that Omar received, 
had those offences occurred in 
Canada, could have only have 
been a youth sentence.” 

Edney said he has requested 
an expedited hearing, but that 
requires consent from the fed¬ 
eral government, which wel¬ 
comed Rooke’s ruhng when it 
was made. 

“I have written to them ask¬ 
ing if they would agree to an 
expedited appeal and I await 
their response.” 

Khadr was transferred to 
Canada from Guantanamo Bay

Court. Sentence uphdd for 
man convicted of assault 
of six-week-old infant 


The Alberta Court of Appeal 
has upheld the sentence of a 
man convicted of aggravated 
assault against a six-week- 
old infant. 

Dale Kunath of High Riv¬ 
er had argued that he wasn’t 
given enough credit for his 
guilty plea when he was 
sentenced in February to 10 
years in prison. 

But the three-member 
Appeal Court panel says the 
trial judge’s decision was 
thorough and comprehen¬ 
sive with no reviewable er¬ 
rors. 

During his sentencing. 
Justice Neil Wittman called 
the acts on the baby boy de¬ 
spicable, depraved and dis¬ 
gusting. 

Court heard that Kunath

burned the baby’s feet with 
a lighter and injured his 
genitals so severely that the 
child might never fully re¬ 
cover.

When Frank Bayne closes his 
eyes at night, he sees Korea. 

He doesn’t see the towering 
skyscrapers of present-day 
Seoul, or the men and women 
in suits strolling below, tap¬ 
ping at smartphones bigger 
than their hands. 

What the Guelph, Ont., 
resident sees are flashbacks 
of his 14-month service in the 
flnal year of Canada’s third- 
bloodiest conflict, the Korean 
War. 

He was manning artillery 
guns at the peak of Sang Se- 
ung observation point, north¬ 
east of the South Korean cap¬ 
ital in 1953, when, beneath 
him, in a valley, enemy Chi¬ 
nese soldiers shot his friend 
Lt. Geriy Meynell in the head 
and then gunned down an¬ 
other friend, Lt. Doug Banton 
At least 514 other Can¬ 
adians also lost their hves in 
the 1950-1953 war. 

The lasting effects remain 
after 60 years for veterans like 
Bayne. 

“My wife says she knows 
when I’m dreaming because 
my legs are thrashing around 
like I’m running,” said Bayne. 

“In the last year, 1 had one 
really, really bad nightmare 
where she had to wake me up 
because 1 was whimpering.” 

But Bayne, 86, has found a 
way to deal with his suffering. 

He started writing to seven 
schoolgirls in South Korea 
about 20 years ago through 
a partnership created by the 
Korean Veterans Association 
of Canada. 

One girl, named Choi 
Jeong-Won, has kept the pen¬ 
pal tradition alive to this day. 

As a child, she would write 
about her life in Korea, her 
school, and day-to-day goings- 
on in the life of a typical 
South Korean teenager. 

In her adult life she wrote 
one time about feeling like 
she had disgraced her family

by failing her bar exam for 
the first time. 

“So 1 wrote her back and 
said, ‘You know, 1 failed many 
times and please keep tiy- 
ing,”’ said Bayne. 

Bayne met her for the first 
time last April at a Seoul hotel 
while he was there for a visit 
organized by Veterans Affairs 
Canada. 

In Januaiy, the federal gov¬ 
ernment declared 2013 the 
Year of the Korean War Vet¬ 
eran and sent 36 vets to mark 
the 60th anniversary of the 
Korean War Armistice. 

“When we met at the hotel 
she said that (letter) inspired 
her to keep on going,” said 
Bayne proudly. 

She is now in her early 30s 
and is a lawyer for a shipping 
company in Seoul, Bayne said. 
They’ve exchanged more than 
45 letters. 

“1 feel that I’ve contributed 
to having the countiy the way 
it is today; that has allowed 


her to do what she’s done,” 
said Bayne. “If we hadn’t gone 
there, the whole thing would 
have been a whole different 
stoiy.” 

He has the camaraderie 
of his fellow veterans, but 
he said his relationship with 
Choi puts a human face on 
the progress South Korea has 
made in the last 60 years. 

On Monday at his home he 
was preparing to send a new, 
handwritten letter to Choi. 
Tucked inside the envelope 
will be a Canadian Remem¬ 
brance Day coin as a small 
token of his thanks. 

He recalled her gesture of 
gratitude when she treated 
him to dinner after their ho¬ 
tel meeting. 

En route to the restaurant 
in a taxi, the driver got out of 
the cab, bowed to him and 
thanked him for his service. 

“People in the restaurant, 
again, they all thanked me 
for saving the countiy. It was 


quite an experience,” said 
Bayne. 

Reflecting on his journey 
back to the bustling metrop¬ 
olis, Bayne said the federal 
government’s declaration of 
the Year of the Korean War 
Veteran has helped Canadians 
remember. 

Several people have ap¬ 
proached him asking him 
to speak about the war. This 
week he was scheduled to 
speak at a school in Guelph, 
at the local Royal Canadian Le¬ 
gion, and at a Remembrance 
Day ceremony. 

“In the past, it really was 
a forgotten war,” said Bayne. 
“And of course it used to 
make me angry, it used to 
make quite a few of us angry 
because people ... always re¬ 
ferred to it as the Korean con¬ 
flict. When somebody would 
say that 1 would interrupt and 
say, ‘Well, when 1 was there, 
it sure as hell sounded like a 
war to me.’”

In 1953 an armistice split 
civil-war-torn Korea in two 
along the 38th parallel. 

Soviet-backed commun¬ 
ist North Korea pursued 
a policy of economic in¬ 
dependence and isolation¬ 
ism, and its economy and 
the welfare of its people 
has progressively worsened 
under a succession of totali¬ 
tarian dictators. 

South Korea meanwhile 
has improved its lot, trans¬ 
ferring from a military dic¬ 
tatorship to democratic elec¬ 
tions in 1987 and electing 


its first civilian president 
in 1993. The country has 
grown into a high tech and 
manufacturing powerhouse 
with a GDP of $1.13 trillion 
US in 2012. It’s considered 
the world’s 12th largest 
economy. 

Canadian Senator Yonah 
Martin came to Canada in 
1972 and is the first woman 
of Korean descent to be ap¬ 
pointed to the Senate. 

She says Canada’s fight in 
the Korean war was worth it. 

“I would not have been 
born, I would not be here 


today. So I owe my life to 
those who went to Korea 
and served,” Martin told 
Metro. 

“The Korea today is un¬

Ford family flock to 
mayor’s defence after 
release of new video 



’Rude awakening.’ 

Sister calls Ford a binge 
drinker but no addict, 
mother blames pressure 


Members of Rob Ford’s family 
sprang publicly to his defence 
for the first time Thursday 
amid a growing scandal that 
threatens to force Toronto’s 
mayor out of office. 

In an interview with TV sta¬ 
tion CP24, Ford’s sister Kathy 
and mother Diane blamed the 
pressures of the job, his poht- 
ical rivals and relentless media 
hounding for his problems. 

“The pressure that has been 
put onto him, since Day 1 since 
he was elected, it is not fair,” his 
mother said. 

His sister denied Ford was a 
drug addict or alcohohc. 

“1 know because I’m a for¬ 
mer addict,” Kathy Ford said. 

His sister did concede he 
tends to binge drink and make 
a “fool out of himself” 

“When Robbie drinks, 1 
think he just goes ffiU tilt.” 

But Kathy said the problem 
pales in comparison to his 
achievements. 

“My heart breaks for my 
son,” Diane Ford said. “He’s 
been attacked.” 

She called the growing scan¬ 
dal — which includes a video 
showing Rob Ford apparently 
smoking crack cocaine and an¬ 
other showing him threatening 
to kill someone in a profane ti¬ 


rade — unfortunate. 

“To err is human but to for¬ 
give is divine,” Diane Ford said. 
“Forgiveness isn’t in the eyes of 
the media right now.” 

His family beheves there’s 
no need to send him to rehab, 
as many of his allies have urged. 

The crisis has been a “rude 
awakening,” they said, but both 
insisted he is strong enough to 
continue as mayor. 

“AU the good that he has 
done, that’s all been over¬ 
looked,” his mother said. 
“That’s just so hurtful.”

The chief of police says a 
newvideo of Mayor Rob Ford 
making death threats while 
“inebriated” is not part of an 
ongoing investigation into 
the mayor, his activities and 
associates. 

Chief Bill Blair said he 
became aware of a cellphone 
video showing Ford swear¬ 
ing profusely while, in the 
mayor’s words, “inebriated” 
after it was pubhshed Thurs¬ 
day afternoon. 

“Fm not going to make 


any comment on the mat¬ 
ter,” Blair said Thursday. 

The latest video comes 
after a week of stunning 
revelations about the mayor, 
including his admission 
earher this week that he 
smoked crack cocaine about 
a year ago. 

On Tuesday, the mayor’s 
brother Coun. Doug Ford 
called for Blair to step aside 
— a shift for the Ford broth¬ 
ers, who have long been 
adamant supporters of the 
chief and police. 

Doug Ford alleged Blair 
was on a “witch hunt” and 
had a conflict-of-interest for 
going on a private fishing 
trip with police board mem¬ 


ber Andrew Pringle. 

On Thursday, Blair simply 
said “No” when asked if he 
would resign and told repor¬ 
ters the trip was appropriate. 

Pohce were told the 
mayor would not be at¬ 
tending the chief’s annual 
gala for charity after Ford’s 
office said he had been told 
not attend. Organizers for 
the gala said that was not the 
case and that the mayor was 
never “uninvited.” 

Blair also reftised to con¬ 
firm reports Thursday that 
the mayor was negotiating 
with pohce through his law¬ 
yer to view a video of him 
appearing to smoke crack 
cocaine, torstar news service

Big-time walnut 
theft in U.S. 

Authorities in California 
are looking for the thieves 
who made off with 63,500 
kilograms of walnuts. 

The theft, estimated at 
nearly $400,000, occurred 
Sunday in the small town 
of Escalon.

The world’s strongest typhoon 
of the year slammed into the 
Philippines on Thursday. It 
had been poised to be the 
strongest ever recorded at 
landfall. 

“There will be catastrophic 
damage,” said Jeff Masters, 
meteorology director at the 
private firm Weather Under¬ 
ground. 

The U.S. Navy’s Joint Ty¬ 
phoon Warning Center in 
Hawaii shortly before landfall 
said Typhoon Haiyan’s max¬ 
imum sustained winds were 


314 km/h. 

“There aren’t too many 
buildings constructed that can 
withstand that kind of wind,” 
Masters said. 

Thousands of people have 
evacuated villages in the ty¬ 
phoon’s path. 

The only tiny bright side is 
that it’s a fast-moving storm, 
so flooding from heavy rain — 
which usually causes the most 
deaths from typhoons in the 
Philippines — may not be as 
bad. Masters said.

That being said, 1 like the 
P.O.W genre, with incarcerated 
soldiers plotting to get out. The 
Bridge On the River Kwai is one 
of the greatest, with a fine per¬ 
formance by Alec Guiness, but 
let’s also include The Great Es¬ 
cape with Steve McQueen, and 
a left-field choice, Meny Ghrist- 
mas, Mr. Lawrence starring 
David Bowie.

Oprah Winfrey has heard 
this story before. 

A wave of high-profile 
films about black people 
receives accolades. A heart¬ 
warming trend of greater 
on-screen equality is de¬ 
clared. Hollywood basks in 
its multiculturalism — and 
then returns to business as 
usual. 

From the slavery odys¬ 
sey 12 Years a Slave to the 
day-in-a-life drama Fruitvale 
Station, this fall has been a 
banner season for films of 
racial struggle told with¬ 
out white protagonists and 
largely by black directors. 
As one of the stars of the 
Civil Rights history film Lee 
Daniels’ The Butler, Win¬ 
frey is a proud player in a 
rare moment for African- 
Americans at the movies. 

But she and many others 
have tired of celebrating 
occasional aberrations of 
what should be Hollywood’s 
regular output. 

“We’ve been through 
this before,” says Winfrey. 

“I don’t want it to be, 
‘Oh, gee, we had the 10 
films and now it’s another 
five years before you see an¬ 
other one.’” 

2013 is a historical high- 
point for black-themed 
films, a culmination of 
Obama-era cinema. But the 
filmmakers and actors who 
made this confluence hap¬ 
pen are resolutely against 
being resigned to a mere 
trend story, soon to be fol¬ 
lowed by another lull in 
diversity. 

Spike Lee, whose near¬ 
annual turnout has been a 
steady line through the un¬ 
dulations of the industry, 
disdains black filmmakers 
being treated like “flavours 
of the year.” 

“Every 10 years we have 
the same conversation: ‘Oh, 
there’s lots of black films 
being made,”’ says Lee, who 
will release his revenge 
remake Oldboy later this 
month. 

“Then it drops off. It’s 
not consistent.” 

Opening Nov. 29 is Man¬ 
dela: Long Walk to Free¬ 
dom, a sweeping biopic of 
the South African leader 
starring Idris Elba. 


Last week, a USC An- 
nenberg study supplied 
a reminder of Hollywood 
realities. The school ana¬ 
lyzed the 500 top-grossing 
films at the U.S. box of¬ 
fice in recent years. Last 
year, African-Americans 
represented 10.8 per cent 
of all speaking characters. 
(Hispanics at 4.2 per cent 
and Asians at 5 per cent 
fared even worse). Be¬ 
tween 2007 and 2012, the 
565 directors of the top 
500 films included only 33 
black filmmakers, and just 
two of them were black 
women. The imbalance 
also affects the kind of 
roles black actors receive. 
Black males are notably 
less likely to play roman¬ 
tic partners or parents, 
according to the study. 


It joins a group of 
films that began with the 
Jackie Robinson drama 42 
and runs through to the 
Langston Hughes adapta¬ 
tion Black Nativity, out 
Nov. 27. 

If 12 Years a Slave, star¬ 
ring the British actor Chi- 
wetel Ejiofor as Northup, 
goes on to win the best pic¬ 
ture Oscar (a prediction of 
many — though certainly 
not all — Academy Awards

onlookers), it would be the 
first best picture winner 
directed by a black film¬ 
maker. 

The best actor category, 
too, is full of black con¬ 
tenders, including Ejiofor, 
Elba, Forest Whitaker 
and Michael B. Jordan. 
The Oscars (which Chris 
Rock once called a “mil¬ 
lion white-man march”) 
have increasingly served as 
celebratory breakthroughs 
in Hollywood’s racial ceil¬ 
ing. 

For 2001, two black ac¬ 
tors won the top acting 
prizes for the first time: 
Denzel Washington (Train¬ 
ing Day) and Halle Berry

Up until recently, the Twit- 
tersphere would have you be- 
heve that Celine Dion is dead. 
She isn’t. Rather ironically, the 
45-year-old’s album is titled 
Loved Me Back to Life (out 
now). Dion, whose career has 
spanned 30 years, is moving on 
lyrically and melodicaUy. Here, 
in a rormdtable interview in 
London’s The Dorchester hotel, 
Dion chats about her love for 
Adele, album cover nudity and 
her latest record. 

It’s your first English language 
record in six years. Why did 
now seem the right time to 
put an album out? 

1 haven’t stopped, to be honest 
with you. 1 started a new show 
in Las Vegas almost three years 
ago, then 1 did a French album 
and also had two babies. Do 
the math: time goes fast too. 

Were you trying to reinvent 
yourself with this album? 

You can’t reinvent yourself 
eveiy five years. For 30 years 
1 have been using the same 
recipe. This time roimd, we’re 
tiying to freshen up and mod¬ 
ernize — it’s a second wind. 

I’m not tiying to reinvent 
myself but at the same time 


I’m not going to go on with 
singing My Heart WiU Go On, 
Because You Loved Me and The 
Power of Love. 

There are elements of Adele 
in this album. Is she an influ¬ 
ence? 

She has an influence on my 
life. Period. 1 love her. I’m tak¬ 
ing hot tea eveiyday and I’m 
hoping she’s going to pop up 
and have tea with me. 

Will you collaborate with her? 

1 haven’t got the guts to ask 
for a duet. 1 just would love to 
meet with her. If 1 see her, 1 
would be star-struck and tell 
her that I’m her number one 
fan. Every soimdtrack that 1 do, 
1 find ways to sing her songs 
through my warm-up but 1 
wouldn’t be so tacky as to ask 
her to sing with me. 


Cher mentioned recently on 
a talk show that the crowds 
in Vegas during her resi¬ 
dency were “very, very old, 
often sedated and didn’t 
seem into the music.’’ Now 
that your residency is almost 
over, can you say how you 
honestly felt about it? 

She is veiy, veiy old, so the 
crowd is going to be old. 

(Gets up and walks away in 
mock shock). I’ve seen Cher 
perform and she is amazing. 
Hmm, the theatre itself is 
formal when you come in.

Talib Kweli. Looking to 
cut the middle man out 
of the music industry 



On his classic 2007 track. 
Hot Thing, rapper Talib Kweli 
rhymes, “I’m sending this 
one out to you and you and 
you.” When dealing with a 
guy who has been called the 
deepest thinker in the rap 
game, you know he doesn’t 
use language lightly, and 
Kweli is making good on that 
claim and literally sending 
his next album out to you. 

“This is the first album 
I’m dropping directly to my 
fans,” Kweli says. “No label. 
No nothing. This is a first. 
The technology hasn’t been 
around to do this before.” 

In an effort to directly con¬ 
nect with his fan base, Kweli 
is making his latest project, 
Gravitas, available in an ex¬ 
clusive pre-sale on the web¬ 
site KweliGlub.com. It marks 
the rapper’s sixth solo album 
and it features the likes of 
OhNo, d-Tip, Lord Quest and 
Rich Kidd. Kweli says his goal 
is to eliminate the middle¬ 
man, as in the greedy music 
executives wanting their cut. 

“I’m not an artist pre¬ 
sented on a huge national 
level,” he says, humbly. “Fd 
rather just email my core 
fans and put it out there than 
spend millions on a direct 
marketing campaign and 
hope you buy it. 1 don’t have 
to convince you if you’re al¬ 


ready a fan.” 

Gravitas is due to be re¬ 
leased on Dec. 15. Kweli, 
who promises to personally 
interact with fans via email 
and social media, says it stays 
true to his classic vibe, mean¬ 
ing it won’t feature any lyrics 
involving Maybachs or boots 
with the fur. 

“1 make music for myself,” 
he says. “It wouldn’t come 
out if 1 didn’t feel good about 
it.” 

While Kweli’s name lit¬ 
erally translates to scholar, 
he disagrees with people 
who call him a political or 
psychological rapper. In fact, 
he shies away from any and 
all labels. When asked to clas¬ 
sify his style, Kweli says, “1 
wouldn’t. Too many artists 
get caught up in labels. Just 
listen to it.” 

That seems to have al¬ 
ways been Kweli’s method, 
and it’s also in keeping with 
the method he prescribes for 
others. When asked what ad¬ 
vice he has for up and coming 
rappers, he says, “Do it your¬ 
self Follow your own path. 
Make your own way.” 

As for his own legacy, 
Kweli says the approach 
worked for him. 

“1 did it my way, Sinatra 
style.” 

MICHAEL GREGER/METRO 
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Arcade Fire. Success 
being Reflektor’d with 
their album sales 


Montreal’s Arcade Fire has 
another hit in Reflektor, mir¬ 
roring the success of their 
breakthrough third album. 

The sprawling double¬ 
album — the band’s fourth 
— has debuted atop the chart 
in both Canada and the U.S., 
according to numbers from 
Nielsen SoundScan. 

In Canada, the ambitious 
75-minute song cycle sold 
49,344 albums to claim the 
No. 1 spot, while the album 
sold 140,000 copies in the U.S. 

That’s slightly shy of the 
156,000 units the band’s third 
album The Suburbs moved 
Stateside when it topped 
charts upon its 2010 release, 
according to Billboard. 

That record went on to 
gold certification in the U.S. 
while going double-platin¬ 
um in Canada and securing 
Grammy and Juno awards for 
album of the year. 

Still, Reflektor usurped 
Katy Perry’s Prism as the top 
album in both countries. 

Arcade Fire’s reign could 
be short-lived.

If the sound that defined Se¬ 
attle folkies The Head and 
the Heart’s eponymous debut 
album can be described as 
grassroots, the unlikely story 
of the success that followed is 
even more so. 

The six-piece band of 
multi-instrumentalists self- 
recorded and released the 
album, distributing it at local 
rock clubs and record stores, 
and relying on word of mouth 
to generate hype. 

And, somewhat remark¬ 
ably, it worked. 

The Head and the Heart 
went from playing the Seattle 
club circuit to opening for 
Vampire Weekend and being 
tapped by Dave Matthews 
to join him on tour in what 
seems like record time. 

“That was insane,” says 
vocalist/guitarist Josiah 
Johnson. “But we didn’t 
really have time to step back 
together and be like, ‘It’s all 
happening, guys.’ You kind of 
just put your head down and 
keep going and going and 
going. (But) at some points, 
when we did have breaks, 
you sit back and say, ‘Man, I 
didn’t expect this much.’” 

They didn’t expect much 
of an^hing, according to 
Johnson. 

“I don’t really consider the 
last time like recording an al¬ 
bum,” he says. “We were just 
kind of getting things down 
as quick as possible and kind 
of just creating something 
that we could burn and give 
to venues. It wasn’t this, ‘I 
have a big picture of this al¬ 
bum’ thing.” 

In fact, he attributes a 


large part of the sound on 
their freshman effort — an 
organic, delicately melan¬ 
choly marriage of stripped 
down strings and lovely, un¬ 
adorned vocals — simply to 
having to make do with what 
they had. 

“It’s not really what we 
set out to write. That’s not 
the only type of band that 
we are,” he says when asked 
if he ever worries about the 
band’s direction, once the 
current wave of popularity 
of indie-folk recedes and an¬ 
other genre inevitably takes 
its place. 

“One of the things that 
was really exciting about re¬ 
cording (their new album. 
Let’s Be Still) is when you lis¬ 
ten to this album it’s not all 
reliant upon the stamping 
and clapping and the ‘hey- 
ing,’ because that’s not what 
we set out to only be. The rea¬ 
son you might hear that on 
the first album is because we 
didn’t have the time to sit in 
the studio. We only had our 
acoustic guitars and limited 
resources. 

“I love that album, but 
that’s not the only kind of 
music that we listen to, and 
I think this band has a lot of 
directions it can go in.” 

One of those new direc¬ 
tions — and the fhiits of their 
access to more resources, 
since signing with Sub Pop 
in 2010 — is evident on Let’s 
Be Still, which is marked by 
a considerably slicker, more 
polished sound. This time 
around, they’ve had time to 
put thought — a lot of it — 
into what was indeed a “big 
picture of an album thing.” 

“We recorded it at a studio 
that we recorded some stuff 
for the first record at,” says 
Johnson. 

“Except, for the first rec¬ 
ord we just did like a big ses¬ 
sion in a room with a piano 
in three days and then re¬ 
corded everjrhing else in a 
guy’s living room. This time 
we were there for the better 
part of three and half or four

months. And we spent a lot 
more time in the studio not 
recording, but sitting and 
writing, and jamming out. 
Which is a luxury that you 
have when you have a record 
label that is helping you pay 
for it.” 

What hasn’t changed, 
however, is their knack 
for heartfelt balladiy and 


thoughtful lyricism, mining 
for bare emotion without 
over-emoting. But Let’s Be 
Still shows a maturity that 
can be attributed to a lot of 
time spent on the road. 

“I think we did more than 
is sustainable. All these crazy 
opportunities were com¬ 
ing up and available to us so 
we tried to take them all,” 


says Johnson of a whirlwind 
couple years spent touring 
nonstop — and an ease in 
their relationships as band- 
mates, both in the studio and 
on the stage. 

“We always make mis¬ 
takes and learn from them. 
I think that’s the best thing 
about having six people in 
the band,” Johnson says. “We 


all kind of make those mis¬ 
takes, but we have each other 
to correct ourselves along the 
way. It was a huge learning 
experience. I think, at this 
point, we’ve become family 
in the sense that we defin¬ 
itely have our arguments, but 
when we go on stage, well, 
we view ourselves as a live 
band.”

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28 Heroes recounts forgotten battle 


History Network. 

Canadian vets describe 
how platoon of 28 men 
fought off 800 Chinese 
soldiers in Korean War 


Before bullets flew, the taunts 
exploded. “1 heard a voice 
shouting: ‘Canada boy, tonight 
you die!’” Korean War veteran 
Ed Mastronardi says, recalling 
the night of Nov. 2,1951 in the 
new Histoiy special 28 Heroes. 

“And 1 shouted back: ‘Come 
and get it! As it turned out it 
was a full attack. And 1 had 28 
men.” 

Director Paul Kilback says 
the battle of Song-gok Spur — 
which saw a small Canadian 
platoon fight a battalion of 800 
Chinese soldiers — is a httle- 
known conflict from Canada’s 
forgotten war that should be 
much better recognized. 

“It always struck me that 
it’s not in any of the histoiy 
books,” Kilback says of the 
extraordinaiy battle, in which 
Mastronardi’s determined unit 
fought against all odds to main¬ 


tain a key outpost in the face of 
repeated Communist attacks. 

“Even for the people who 
do know about (the Korean 
War), Kapyong is the big thing 
or it’s Hill 355 and never have 1 
seen anything but a paragraph 
about tiiis action. And it’s one 
of the greatest kind of, in my 
opinion, one of the incredible 
small actions of any mihtaiy 
histoiy.” 

Kilback came across the 
stoiy while working on an¬ 
other documentaiy about the 
Korean War that introduced 
him to Mastronardi. 

He returned to Mastronardi 
years later to do 28 Heroes, 
which creates a moment-by- 
moment portrait of a relentless 
assault that haunts the former 
heutenant to this day. 

In the special, the white- 
haired Ottawa resident pauses 
as he looks over a tattered sep¬ 
ia-tinged photo he recovered 
from one of the Chinese sol¬ 
diers he shot. Depicted are 
two men in uniform, staring 
straight into the camera. 

“1 keep it just to remind 
me,” he says. “There’s two sides 
to the war.” 

Although eager to tell his

stoiy, Mastronardi seemed to 
have the hardest time relaying 
that heart-rending anecdote, 
says Kilback, who spent about 
four hours with him and three 
hours with another veteran. 
Red Butler. 

“You know, he’s proud of 
what he did, he’s proud he 
served his countiy and he’s a 
veiy proud man about being 
a good soldier and keeping his 
men ahve but 1 think he also 
struggles with the fact that he 
killed people as part of it,” says 
Kilback, whose other directing 
credits include Greatest Tank 
Battles and Battlefield Myster¬ 
ies. 

The documentaiy includes 
an interview with Chinese 
company commander Li Yin- 
jun, who Kilback says was just 
as eager to share his stoiy.

I’m betting most of you have 
never investigated cacha^a (ka- 
SHA-sa) — the cormtiy’s best 
known alcoholic beverage. 

With all the wine pouring 
out of Chile and Argentina, I 
guess it’s easy to understand 
how an in-your-face, sugar- 
canebased spirit could take a 


back seat when South Amer¬ 
ican booze comes to mind. 

That said, cacha^a is the 
third most consumed spirit in 
the world. 

Often referred to as Brazil¬ 
ian rum, cacha^a isn’t made 
from molasses (like most rum).

The Brazilian food revolution 




Alex Atala. Rebel chef 
ventures into the jungle 
for ingredients and takes 
on food authorities

With Brazil hosting the two 
largest sporting events in the 
next three years — the World 
Cup and Olympics — you’ll 
want to know the chef revolu¬ 
tionizing Brazilian cuisine. 
Alex Atala is applying clas¬ 


sical French techniques learn¬ 
ed in Europe to local ingredi¬ 
ents — some that have long 
been ignored by Brazilians. 

Atala is an adventurous 
chef who goes into the Ama¬ 
zon jungle to source his in¬ 
gredients. He’s a rebel, serving 
ingredients banned in Brazil. 
And he’s really good. D.O.M. is 
considered the sixth-best res¬ 
taurant in the world by Restau¬ 
rant magazine. Its list is an an¬ 
nual snapshot of the opinions 
and experiences of more than 
900 international restaurant- 
industiy experts. 

Recently, the tattooed for¬ 
mer amateur boxer was in 


Toronto to promote his first 
significant cookbook. 

As a colonial countiy, Bra¬ 
zilians learned to value foreign 
ingredients at the expense of 
their own. Atala is rediscov¬ 
ering those ingredients. 

“As more and more Bra¬ 
zilians travel abroad and see 
countries like France value 
their gastronomy, they come 
home curious about Brazilian 
food,” Atala said. “There’s a 
movement happening.” 

To him, manioc — known 
in Canada as cassava — is the 
most Brazilian of all ingredi¬ 
ents. “To the people in the 
Amazon, it’s as important as 
soy is to Asian cultures.” 

He also serves honey pro¬ 
duced by Brazilian bees, which 
contains more humidity and 
therefore expires faster than 
that produced by bees import¬ 
ed from Europe. It’s banned 
in Brazil because it can’t be 
stored for long. Atala is fight¬ 
ing to have it and other local 
ingredients legalized. 

Also revolutionary for Bra¬ 
zil, Atala started a non-profit 
think-tank — ATA (institu- 
toata.org.br/en) — to promote 
fair-trade practices in the Ama¬ 
zon region and help farmers 
earn a living selling local pro¬ 
duce. 

If you do go to Brazil for 
the World Cup next year, Atala 
suggests that the best souvenir 
is flavour. Enjoy. 


Recipe 


Mushroom With 
Smoked Parsnips 

Ingredients 

, 1 kg coarse salt 
, 300 g parsnip, washed 

• 150 g fresh button mushrooms 
For presentation 

• extra virgin olive oil, for coating 
the parsnips and for presentation 

• smoked salt 

• salt and pepper 

, 4 black garlic cloves 

• parsley, chopped 

Preparation 

1 . Preheat the oven to 200 C. 

2 . Dampen the coarse salt. 
Place half the salt on the bot¬ 
tom of a roasting pan. Place 
the parsnips on top of the 
salt in a single layer. Cover 
the parsnips with the rest of 
the coarse salt 

3 . Bake for an hour. Remove 
from the oven and transfer 
the parsnips to a rack to cool. 


When cool, peel skin off the 
parsnips and cut them into 4 
pieces lengthwise. Set aside. 

4 . In a large fiying pan or 
skillet toast the button mush¬ 
rooms directly over flame 
imtil golden brown. Set aside 
and keep warm 

Finish and presentation 

1 . Place the parsnips in a 
clean roasting pan and coat 
lightly with ohve oil 

2 . Return the parsnips to the 
oven for about 3 minutes to 
warm through. 

3 . Remove from oven and 
season with the smoked salt. 
Season the mushrooms with 
salt and pepper, and place a 
moimd of them in the centre 
of a dish. 

4 . Cut the cloves of black gar¬ 
lic in half Arrange 2 pieces of 
parsnip and 2 halves of black 
garlic beside the mushrooms 

5 . Finish with drizzle of olive 
oil and sprinkling of parsley.

With a nickname like CrAsh, 
you know the Canadian Finals 
Rodeo (CFR) go-to rodeo clown 
is one entertaining guy, not to 
mention unscripted, original 
and athletic. 

With stilts, front and back 
flips as part of his act, yes, 
there’s a crash now and then, 
too. 

Barrel man Ash Cooper is 
making his 10th appearance 
at this year’s CFR — a mile¬ 
stone among many others 
for this Saskatchewan-area 
rancher, dad, artist and the 


only Canadian barrel man 
in history to perform at the 
National Finals Rodeo in Las 
Vegas. 

Cooper has also been an 
impressive eight-time winner 
of the Canadian Professional 
Rodeo Association’s enter¬ 
tainer of the year — a testa¬ 
ment to how the 40-year-old 
works the crowds with an 
engaging, spontaneous style. 

“The CFR is my favourite 
rodeo because a large part of 
the crowd is there eveiy per¬ 
formance,” Cooper said. “1 do 
something different each day, 
so this way 1 can build a rela¬ 
tionship over the six-day run.” 

Still, Cooper said he won’t

be a barrel man forever, citing 
a list of injuries to match his 
accomplishments over a 20- 
year clowning career, includ¬ 
ing torn ligaments, missing 
teeth, a broken back and even 
a bull horn in the mouth. 

“1 found the hardest way 
to make an easy living,” he 


said with a laugh. “But time 
will tell me when I’m done.” 

Many fans recognize Coop¬ 
er from his four-year stint 
as host of the Canadian TV 
show Cowboy Countiy. But 
the barrel man is also an ac¬ 
complished artist, creating 
western-style paintings (on 


sale at the CFR) and working 
as a cartoonist for a major 
U.S. gift card company. 

“1 don’t show my art work 
very often,” he said, pointing 
to his website, crashcooper. 
com, for fans who want to 
buy or see more of his art. 

“ft has taken a lot of work 


to get to this place. 

“1 always have too many 
irons in the fire, but 1 don’t 
know what I’d give up.” 

For now. Cooper wants to 
savour his 10th trip to the 
CFR, which he likens to a 
country song — relaxed and 
family oriented.

It’s a reality of rodeo sports — 
injuries happen. 

Most often, it’s torn liga¬ 


ments and broken bones, but 
sometimes the damage is ca¬ 
reer ending. 


Due to the nature of rodeo, 
it’s sometimes difficult to get 
insurance, so the Edmonton 


Rodeo Cowboy’s Benevolent 
Foundation was created in 
1989, assisting athletes in 
times of financial hardship 
due to rodeo-related injuries. 
To date, more than 200 ath¬ 
letes have received more than 
$1.4 million in support from 
the foundation. 

At or near Canadian Finals 
Rodeo (CFR) time, several 
events support the Benevolent 
Foundation, including a Black 
Tie Bingo and CPRA fashion 
show and luncheon. The SO¬ 
SO draw, which runs at all six 
performances with pots of 
$12,000 to $24,000 per draw, 
is the biggest fundraiser for 
the foundation. 

“We hope to increase that 
this year,” said Darryl Szafran- 
ski, director of community re¬ 
lations with Northlands. 

“The fund is an important 
way to bridge the gap while an 


athlete recovers.” 

Compassion and care for 
their own is one aspect of 
community for Northlands 
and the CFR. But it includes 
the broader community, too, 
through special events like 
Rodeo Magic. 

“This is an outstanding 
event every year that brings 
CFR contestants together with 
children in the community,” 
Szafranski said. “It’s special 
for all involved.” 

Rodeo Magic takes place 
the Thursday morning of CFR. 
Northlands sets up horse- 
drawn buggy rides, stations 
to imitate real rodeo events 
and a lunch for the kids. Vol¬ 
unteers and rodeo contestants 
match up with 150 special 
needs students from six to 14 
years old for this event. On 
other occasions, competitors 
visited the Stolleiy Childrens 


Hospital and Glenrose Re¬ 
habilitation Hospital. 

Northlands also donates 
tickets for CFR to various 
fundraisers throughout the 
year, benefitting more than 
50 organizations. 

“We’re a big believer in and 
partner with Kids Up Front Ed¬ 
monton, too,” Szafranski said. 

Northlands donates 200 
CFR tickets to Kids Up Front to 
allow economically disadvan¬ 
taged kids a chance to take in 
the rodeo. 

As well, the Benevolent 
Foundation donates to the 
Bill Kehler Memorial Scholar¬ 
ship, an annual scholarship of 
$2,500 awarded to up to four 
post-secondary students who 
are studying in agriculture or 
broadcasting. The scholarship 
was founded in 2003 to hon¬ 
our Bill Kehler, the voice of 
the CFR. LUCY haines

Christmas comes in November 
for some in Edmonton thanks 
to the huge influx of visitors in 
town for the Canadian Finals 
Rodeo (CFR) and Farmfair 
International. 

City oflicials, the folks at 
Northlands and retailers know 
this all too well. The economic 
spinoff from Canada’s premier 
rodeo and related events dur¬ 
ing the first two weeks of Nov¬ 
ember puts millions into local 
coffers, including restaurants, 
retailers, car dealerships. 

You would guess correctly 
if you think all things west¬ 
ern are in high demand dur¬ 
ing CFR week. At Lammle’s 
Western Wear & Tack’s two 
Edmonton locations, plus the 


RAM Marketplace at Farm- 
fair, customers come looking 
for belt buckles, boots, cow¬ 
boy hats and Wrangler blue 
jeans. 

“There’s absolutely a big 
spinoff effect,” said Norm 
Swen, merchandise manager 
for Lammle’s, pointing to big 
November sellers like jeans, 
western shirts, boots and hats. 

“The core western crowd 
from ranching and farming 
communities comes to CFR 
and does Christmas shopping, 
yes, but it’s also easy for any¬ 
one to put on a cowboy hat 
and be part of the western 
spirit during CFR. Ladies like 
‘blingy’ fashion western wear, 
too, jeans with rhinestones 
and embelishments.” 

During the River City 
Round Up kickoff, Edmonton 
Mayor Don Iveson said CFR 


and Farmfair are important to 
the local economy. 

“It’s amazing how many 
cowboy boots and pickup 
trucks are sold during this 
time,” Iveson said. 

Northlands CEO Richard 
Andersen agreed, calling the 
signature events of CFR and 
Farmfair International ones 
that help drive the city’s econ¬ 
omy. 

“It’s not a surprise because 
the CFR isn’t just any rodeo, 
it’s the Canadian champion¬ 
ships,” Andersen said. 

Pat Wheatley, general man¬ 
ager of Great West Chrysler 
Jeep Dodge near West Ed¬ 
monton Mall, said the CFR is 
beneficial to city businesses, 
boosting traffic and sales at all 
Edmonton car dealerships. 

“Edmonton is Dodge coun¬

The action on the field at 
Canadian Finals Rodeo (CFR) 
can get pretty rough and 
dirty, but there is one event 
that cleans up nicely — the 
Miss Rodeo Canada pageant, 
running until Saturday when 
the winner will be crowned. 

The contest, which has 
been running for more than 
50 years, has been affiliated 
with CFR for 40 years, show¬ 
casing the ladies of Canadian 
rodeo and such skills as pub¬ 
lic speaking and horseman¬ 
ship, as well as others. 

The number of contest¬ 
ants varies, but this year’s 
rodeo pageant has only two 
young women who meet the 


criteria of being between 18 
and 24 years old, and have 
held a pro rodeo queen title. 

“Some years we’ve had a 
dozen ladies in the competi¬ 
tion,” said Jocelyne Lambert, 
president of Miss Rodeo 
Canada. “It’s a long path to 
this point, sometimes six or 
seven years in the making. 
It’s such an opportunity for 
the ladies, it’s a networking 
that opens doors to the next 
step in their life.” 

This year’s contestants 
are Nicole Briggs from Air¬ 
drie and Bronwen Bowhay 
from Sundre, Alta. Both will 
attend the CFR each night 
after daytime events includ¬ 
ing interviews, public speak¬ 
ing and Friday’s Ladies Of 
Pro Rodeo fashion show. A 
highlight is a horsemanship 


event, where contestants are 
tested on their rodeo know¬ 
ledge. In the past, competi¬ 
tors have been team ropers 
or barrel racers, but Lambert 
said the Miss Rodeo Canada 
job is too demanding. 

“The time commitment 


— over 500 appearances 
at rodeo charity events, 
schools and more — is 
huge,” Lambert said. “Miss 
Rodeo Canada is a volunteer 
position and the winner has 
to put her life on hold for a 
year, so there’s a lot to plan.” 


While Miss Rodeo Can¬ 
ada’s travel expenses are 
covered and she gets the 
use of a Dodge truck, she 
still has to pay for her own 
meals and travels some 
40,000 kilometres across the 
province and beyond as an 


ambassador for the sport of 
rodeo and the western way 
of life. 

“That initial audience of 
17,000 people at CFR and 
the crowning in the arena 
dirt, it’s an emotional time 
for the girls,” Lambert said.

He is the reigning Canadian 
Finals Rodeo (CFR) cowboy 
of the year, an honour voted 
by rodeo peers and bestowed 
on a top athlete who is also 
a great representative of the 
rodeo community. 

In a nutshell, that’s 2012 
champ Scott Schififtier, a 
professional bull rider from 
Strathmore, Alta., who loves 
what he does and wants to 
see rodeo get the credit it’s 
due in the broader commun¬ 
ity. 

“I’m a true believer in the 
sport,” he said. “The CFR is 
the Stanley Cup to the rural 
community. It draws more 
people over those six days 
than many a hockey game. 
We all know the Stanley 
Cup, but not eveiyone knows 
rodeo.” 

While Schiffher, 33, runs 
a family cow/calf operation in 



southern Alberta, his entire 
family, (including wife and 
three young daughters) will 
make the trip to Edmonton to 
watch the two-time Canadian 
champ do his thing on the field 
at his 13th visit to the CFR. 


In the judged event, bull 
riders attempt to stay on a 
bull for eight seconds, being 
scored on how well in control 
the rider is, how he sits up, 
how he matches and beats 
the animal twist for turn, and 
how he stays on the bucking 
beast, period. 

“It’s an individual sport, 
there’s nothing like it in the 
world,” said Schiffher, who 
started riding steers at age 10 
and bulls at age 15. 

Schiffher said even the 
best riders get bucked off the 
bull 60 per cent of the time 
with some painful results. His 
list of broken bones includes 
the fibia, tibia and femur, 
which put Schiffher out of 
commission for a time. 

“When that whistle blows 
at eight seconds, 1 just tiy to 
get off. The broken femur 
kept me away from bull rid¬ 
ing for six months. The CFR 
is such a highlight every year, 
the best of everything. 1 try to 
make the most of it.”

There’s a stoiy in eveiy aspect 
of the Canadian Finals Rodeo 
(CFR). 

Folks watching the fast- 
paced action on the field may 
notice the horse or bull rider, 
but what about the custom- 
made bronc halters or the 
leather and sheepskin-lined 
fianks? What’s the story be¬ 
hind those — how were they 
made and who made them? 

Odds are good that many 
a contestant at the CFR has 
custom-made gear from Billy 
Richards, a six-time CFR con¬ 
testant in bronc riding who 
also does good business in 
bucking horse accessories. 

“1 can make anything out 
of leather,” said the 34-year- 
old Cochrane-area man, who 
retired from bronc riding 
two years ago, but still raises 
bucking horses and bulls as a 
stock contractor for amateur 
rodeos in Western Canada. 

“The competitive riding 
career doesn’t last forever, 
so 1 branched into this,” said 
Richards, the dad of two 
young boys and part of Rich¬ 
ards Rodeo Ltd., the family 
ranching/rodeo business. 


Growing up around the 
rodeo with a dad who has 
been a stock contractor for 
40 years, Richards said he is 
almost too busy these days to 
get to the CFR, a highlight for 
many rodeo folk. Now work¬ 
ing with stock for rodeos 
outside the Canadian Profes¬ 
sional Rodeo Association, and 
making ranch saddles and 
leather accessories, Richards 
has his hands full. 

A custom-made saddle, 
which takes Billy Richards 
up to a month to complete, 
starts at $3,000. 

“You can get factoiy-made 
saddles at the western store, 
but people know my work, 
they know quality,” Richards 
said. “The leather and hard¬ 
ware for a saddle is often 
$1,200 worth of material 
alone.” 

But when it’s CFR time, 
Richards remembers the com¬ 
petition and feeling of being 
there as “magical, thinking 
of all the rodeo heroes who 
competed there before me.” 

He also remembers an¬ 
other career highlight — 
being chosen to represent 
Canada in rodeo as a demon¬ 
stration sport at the 2002 Salt 
Lake City Winter Olympics.

If fighting is ever going to be 
eliminated by the NHL, it’s go¬ 
ing to take some convincing. 

A recent survey suggested 
that more than two-thirds of 
Canadian hockey fans sup¬ 
port banning fighting at all 
levels of the sport, but many 
current and former players 
don’t even consider it a de¬ 
bate worth having. 

“I hate that it’s even being 
talked about,” Buffalo Sabres 
captain Steve Ott said. “It’s ab¬ 
solutely ridiculous that even 
the notion of fighting being 
taken out. What a terrible 
mindset.” 

Changing the rules on 
fighting would require ap¬ 
proval from a majority of 
the NHL Players’ Association, 
which only last year agreed to 
grandfathering in the manda¬ 
tory use of visors. A 2011 poll 
conducted by the NHLPA and

In a culture that fosters con¬ 
flict, Jonathan Martin sought to 
avoid it. 

Upset by treatment he con¬ 
sidered abusive, the Miami 
tackle left the Dolphins last 
week. His agent complained to 
the Dolphins, who suspended 
guard Richie Incognito. 

The NFL is investigating 
whether Incognito harassed or 
buUied Martin, and whether 
their teammates and the organ¬ 
ization mishandled the matter. 

Some say Martin handled 
the situation well. But some 
players believe Martin should 
have responded more firmly. 

“Is Incognito wrong? Abso¬ 
lutely,” New York Giants safety 
Antrel RoUe said. “No individ¬
